This is a follow-up to the Town. The Town previously published a responsive record entitled 'Gill Texts20110818- 
111318.pdf which appears to contain records of the Council and senior staff communicating via a group instant 
message/text system. A question: Given that there appears to be a majority of the council on these texts, are such 
messages not routinely posted to the Town's website as council communications? 

However, I understand under the CPRA, you are not required to answer questions, therefore I have a follow-up request: 

1. the full record of group instant/text messages from Nov 8, 2018 to present date where any of the following are true: 
at least 3 of the Council members are present simultaneously OR in sequence; OR at least 2 of the Council members and 
at least 1 of {Town Clerk, Town Manager, Town Attorney, Asst. Town Manager, any Butte Co. Supervisor, Butte Co. 

Clerk} are present simultaneously OR in sequence (minus any purely personal information/phone numbers/etc.). Please 
note the messages are responsive whether or not they fall into the definition of serial meetings per the Brown Act (ex.). 

2. records of any instrument used by the Town to inquire of your Council, Clerk, Manager, Attorney, and Asst. Manager 
for the production/existence of the records in #1, and their responses. If you refuse to provide #2 because such records 
would not exist until after you receive this request, we will file a further follow-up on a later date. 

I would prefer the request fulfilled electronically, if possible. PDFs are preferred. 

Please consider your obligations under City of San Jose v. Superior Court (Smith), S218066 to search personal 
accounts/devices storing public records - which we do explicitly request. 

Please send only those records available without any fees - since we have asked for electronic copies, we expect all will 
be available without fees. Nevertheless, for any records for which you would charge fees, instead of copies, please 
provide us the (free) statutorily-mandated CPRA determination of what records exist, so we may inspect them in person 
if we so choose to do so, and notify us of the expected costs if we wished to move forward with copies. 

Please provide responsive records on a rolling basis as you approve/redact them for disclosure. 

Please cite statutory authority for any records withheld in whole or in part. 

Thank you in advance for your anticipated cooperation in this matter. 

I look forward to receiving your response to this request within 10 calendar days, as the statute requires.
